Seven days... and 
counting? 

That’s how many school 
days Cohasset public schools 
have used this winter. At 
this point, school will be 
in session until Thursday, 
June 25, said Superinten- 
dent Barbara Cataldo - and 
that’s only if no other snow 
days are used. 

But with a coastal storm 
predicted for Thursday, 
which was projected to 
dump another upwards 
of six inches on top of the 
approximate 70 inches 
of snow that has already 


accumulated over the past 
three weeks - along with 
a Nor’Easter on Sunday - 
more snow days could very 
well be in sight. 

For the third week in a 
row, a Sunday night snow- 
storm led to school closures 
on Monday and Tuesday; 
after this week’s storm 
dumped another 28 inches 
in Cohasset, schools were 
also closed on Wednesday. 

Some surrounding 
towns, including Hull and 
Scituate, also kept schools 
closed on Wednesday while 
towns including Norwell 
and Hingham reopened. 
However, Cataldo said 
Wednesday night that Hull, 


Braintree and Weymouth 
would be “definitely closed" 
Thursday and Friday. 

“They cannot move the 
snow," Cataldo said. 

Cohasset still has some 
snow days built in, and 
schools could stay in session 
as late as Tuesday, June 30. 

“We’ve had seven snow 
days - we were officially 
supposed to end school on 
the 17th” of June, Cataldo 
explained during the 
Wednesday, Feb. 11 School 
Committee meeting. “We 
built five snow days in, 
which brings us up to” 
Friday, June 26.

By now, Monday and 
Tuesday storms have 
become the status quo for 
winter on the South Shore.

Technology Director 
position to be posted

The schools could soon 
have a new “techie” in a 
top job. 

The School Committee 
voted unanimously (4-0) 
Wednesday night in favor 
of the superintendent’s job 
description for the Tech- 
nology Director position, 
and to advertise the job. 

“I think it’s a good idea 
posting [the job] to see 
what talent is available,” 
said School Committee 
chairman Paul Schubert. 

The position was most 
recently held by Rob Bun- 
nell, who worked as Chief 
Technology Officer both 
the town and schools. Bun- 
nell started in the summer 
of 2012 and stepped down 
this past December. 

Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo said the position is 
a “really critical" one to get 
filled, especially with new 
technology initiatives for 
the schools in the works. 
With a technology presen- 
tation on the docket for the 
Capital Budget Committee 
on Thursday this week, 
Cataldo said the hoard “is 
concerned if they should 
grant us grant monies for 


a lease or purc hase - who’s 
going to manage all this?” 

And “even if we post [the 
job] tomorrow, we have 
to figure four months" 
to consider applications 
and interview candidates 
before someone new is 
hired, said Cataldo. “We 
don’t want to wait for that 
point to get this off the 
ground." 

For now, both Town 
Hall and the schools are 
outsourcing tech support 
consultants until a new 
Tech Director is found. 
The problem with the tem- 
porary arrangement, said 
Cataldo: “Those people are 
not on the grounds.” 

The position is included 
in the school board’s 
proposed budget for 
the upcoming 2015- 
2016 school year, and 
is a 12-month, non-fac- 
ulty position. Cataldo 
explained that doesn’t 
mean the job is only a one- 
year contract, but rather 
that the tech director will 
work all 12 months of the 
year versus teachers who 
have summers off.

on the fields, garden beds 
and next to wells. Why 
not put trashcans full of 
snow in the greenhouse, 
let them melt in Spring 
and save for water during 
the drought? But the snow 
will slowly seep into the 
soil and hopefully drain 
well and provide good 
growth for the seeds that 
sit in their boxes. 

Kind folks have also 
come to help lift shovel 
fulls, so that the horse 
stalls have double wheel- 
barrow wide areas to 
collect the manure (which 
certainly contrasts the 
cold snow and air we 
breathe) and to reach 
wood pile. The farm is 
fortunate to have thought- 
ful bobcat drivers and 
hearty ice pickers. 

Have you seen a chicken 
peck at the white, frozen, 


snowy ground? They 
would not venture out 
of the coop and down 
the ramp, for down in 
the yard, it was all full 
of knee-high snow. Well, 
we shoveled that too 
and inverted a broom to 
loosen the snow and ice 
from the chicken wire 
roof. More snow fell and 
we seemed not to mind 
that snow chill down the 
neck, as we knew it meant 
happy chickens, who in 
the twilight of their life 
can still muster a trifecta 
of eggs in the depth of 
Winter. 

The goats and bunny 
also have tales of well- 
shoveled paths, as do the 
folks of Massachusetts, 
who plod on, some with 
machine and most with 
a long-handled (gas- 
free) shovel. Perhaps all 
we farmers are doing is 
preparing for the long 
handled plow, hoe and 
garden fork come Spring. 


All year, we will make our 
way to the chickens, the 
greenhouse and eventu- 
ally the fields. 

The pandemonium 
of the snow outweighs 
the pandemonium and 
excessive attention of 
the confetti that fell for 
the local 11, as we have 
snow to move for the 
more important causes 
of animals, food and the 
delivery of seeds.

D o you remember ET - ■ Your WOrd is a 
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D o you remember 
learning cursive 
as a child? Some- 
where around the second 
grade most of us learned 
to take our block letter 
printing and add some 
curses to learn what was 
called penmanship back 
then.

Mow do we know if 
when someone makes a 
commitment, he or she 
actually intends to fulfill 
that commitment?

Is your child one of 
those rare birds who 
always include a book 
title on a birthday wish 
list or who thinks a book 
is the best gift of all? 

Does your child think 
that a shopping trip to the 
bookstore is an opportu- 
nity for a new adventure? 
Maybe a snowstorm is 
an invitation to stay in 
pajamas and read a few 
more chapters of that 
great story. Some children 
seem to be natural born 
bookworms. Others may 
need a little more nudg- 
ing and coaxing and yes, 
modeling, to put reading 
at the top of their “favor- 
ite activities” list. 

There are a few things 
that parents and teachers 
can do to foster reading. 
Gathering for a family 
reading time makes a 
dramatic statement. An 
evening of family reading 
can become memorable 
time together, and a 
signature snack of hot 
chocolate and cookies 
might entice even the 
more reluctant par- 
ticipants. Try adding 
D.E.A.R. (Drop Every- 
thing And Read) into 
your family’s schedule at 
home. 

We all know that bed- 
time reading is an age-old 
tradition for settling your 
children down at night. 
When young children 
listen to well written, best 
loved books, they share 
irreplaceable family time. 
But don’t stop reading 
aloud just because your 
children begin to read

independently. Being 
read to aloud through 
elementary school is cited 
as a strong contributor to 
good readers and builds a 
love of reading in general. 
A 2014 study conducted 
by Scholastic, the chil- 
dren’s book publisher, 
discloses some disquiet- 
ing statistics. “In a survey 
of over 1,000 children 
ages 6 to 17, only 31 per- 
cent said they read a book 
for fun almost daily." 

The Primary through 
Lower School teachers 
at Derby consider read- 
ing aloud as essential 
as learning math facts, 
vocabulary words and the 
broad skills and concepts 
of core subject areas. 
Teachers often read a 
chapter book aloud to 
their students during 
snack or as dismissal 
approaches. A child 
might be heard reading 
to classmates, and I make 
frequent visits to read my 
top picks at every grade 
level. 

Having designated 
independent reading time 
during the school day and 
making personal book 
choices were also named 
as literacy patterns of 
“heavy readers." In the 
classroom, D.E.A.R. gives

recognition and value to 
daily personal reading. 
Book tubs of “just right 
books" match reader's 
choices with appropri- 
ately leveled text and our 
library nurtures enthu- 
siasm by offering a wide 
range of excellent fiction 
and non-fiction titles. 

Do not underestimate 
the long-term power of 
shared reading. One of my 
mother’s fondest recollec- 
tions was of being read to 
aloud - as an adult As a 
newlywed, my father read 
“Alice in Wonderland” to 
her cover to cover. With 
limits of time and resources 
during the World War II 
years, a good book and a 
fire in the fireplace created 
an experience that later 
became a family habit I 
find this as poetic as she did 
endearing! Perhaps some 
of your family stories and 
special memories will also 
be triggered by the mere 
mention of a book tide.

“We’ve already used 
our five snow days," said 
Cataldo. “I’m hoping we 
don’t have to call another 
snow day.’ 

If more snow davs are 
used before the end of the 
March, the schools will 
have to find creative ways 
to make them up. Yes, this 
could mean school on a 
Saturday. 

“Our options are week- 
ends, holidays, or vacation 
days," said school hoard 
chairman Paul .Schubert. 

Specifically, the schools 
could opt out of April 
vacation, or convene on 
holidays like Good Friday 
— or have students and 
teachers come in on a 
Saturday. 

However, squeezing in 
these extra days wall only 
be necessary if the schools 
run out of snow days. 

"We have those days built 
in — we can go to the TOth" 
of June, said Schubert, 
explaining that the school 
board was merely consid- 
ering options in case more 
flays are needed. 

With the barrage of 
winter storms, dumping 
over five feet of snow in two 
weeks, schools and towns 
must have contingency 
plans. 

“We should have a plan 
‘b’ for at least two addi- 
tional days," said school 
board member Helene 
Lieb, adding, “It will be 
interesting to see what 
happens with this storm 
front." 

Cataldo said that 
although the weather fore- 
cast is calling for another 
storm this weekend, which 
could lead to another foot 
of snow, it won’t affect 
Cohasset schools — next 
week is February vacation. 

“I’m grateful we’re on 
vacation next week," the 
superintendent said. “1 
couldn’t be happier there’s 
no school Monday."

Cataldo said that she spoke 
with school committee 
chairman Paul Ognibene 
about creating an online 
survey to poll parents, stu- 
dents, and teachers about 
whether they prefer giving 
up April vacation days, or 
possibly coming to school 
on a weekend. 

“I’m sure some parents 
have vacation planned for 
April, and now we may 
have school," Cataldo, 
adding, “Some districts 
have voted to bring stu- 
dents in on Good Friday 
and have canceled April 
vacation now." 

However, “We also have 
to be aware, because this 
is an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance. that there are 
families in town that have 
made commitments for 
April break: we also have 
teachers who have made 
those same commitments' 
such as travel plans, said 
Cataldo. “It would be very 
difficult to say to them. 
‘You have to come back and 
teach.’" 

It was too late for 
Cohasset to axe the Feb- 
ruary break instead, said 
Cataldo. “That won’t work 
this close" to vacation start- 
ing, she said. “We’re really 
out of time in February; we 
can’t consideration making 
any alterations” to this 
month’s calendar. 

School committee mem- 
bers said that they’ve heard 
mixed reviews from par- 
ents and teachers they’ve 
heard from in phone calls, 
emails, and running into 


people around town. 

“Good Friday is not a 
good option for anybody.” 
said school board member 
Jeanne Astino. since it’s a 
1 religious holiday. 

Schubert countered that 
several folks he spoke with 
were fine with sending kids 
to school on Good Friday. 
“It’s a public school, not 
a religious school," said 
Schubert. "We’re looking 
at the options, and those 
are the options; it’s either 
Saturday, Good Friday or 
the holiday." 

Lieb pointed out that 
students who have reli- 
gious obligations, whether 
on Good Friday or a Sat- 
urday, cannot he forced 
to attend school on those 
days. 

Lieb asked for this point 
to be stressed in the survey; 
people “need to know there 
would be exceptions." 

One of the superinten- 
dent’s top concerns is the 
prep time students have 
missed for upcoming 
spring testing. 

“We’re concerned about 
MCAS, AP testing, kids 
taking the SAT and ACT... 
We’ve lost a week, and 
more,” Cataldo said Tues- 
day. “All of this impacts 
instructional time for the 
students." 

The superintendent 
hopes that despite the 
brutal winter weather, the 
schools and students alike 
“can get back to business.” 

“It would be nice if the 
weather pattern changed," 
said Cataldo. “We are keep- 
ing an eye on the skies, and 
the weather channel.”

constant snowfall had other 
ideas. 

“It wasn't safe to get 
people in," said Senior of 
the decision to close. 

Hydrants 

The town manager said 
that the most crucial safety 
issue in town at the moment 
has been a problem since 
the snow first started falling 
a few weeks ago — clearing 
off fire hydrants. 

“Our biggest safety con- 
cern is getting hydrants dug 
out," said Senior. “We were 
making some progress, but 
then we had another big 
setback from [Monday’s] 
storm." 

Residents are encour- 
aged “adopt a hydrant" in 
their neighborhoods to 
shovel out. “Every effort 
made to open up a six-foot 
circle around hydrants is 
deeply appreciated and a 
big boost to public safety,” 
said Senior. 

Since the situation is dire, 
the town is even willing to 
outsource its shoveling 
needs by hiring individu- 
als to shovel some critical 
spots in town, particularly 
the senior housing at 60 
Elm Street (see sidebar). 
After the first snowstorm, 
the rate for shovelers was 
$12 an hour; this week the 
town bumped it up to $15. 

On Wednesday after- 
noon, the National Guard 
deployed two four-man 
teams to Cohasset to assist 
the fire department with 
hydrant snow removal 
around town. 

“Eight National Guards- 
men have been assigned 
to the town to assist with 
clearing fire hydrants 
(they are working in pairs 
with Cohasset firefighters), 
and we are actively seeking 
additional heavy equipment 
from the state to remove 
accumulated snow,” Senior 
said in an email Wednesday 
night. “The town is working 
to bring additional crews 
in with appropriate equip- 
ment to physically remove 
snow to allow roads and 
sidewalks to be further 
cleared and widened.” 

Despite the snow mound 
challenge, Cohasset 
has fared relatively well 
throughout the past three 
winter storms, with few 
reported power outages 
and no major damage to 
homes from flooding and 
other issues. 

But the ever-growing 
snow piles are starting to 
take a toll, said Senior. “It's 
a real impact — literally 
record-breaking,” he said of 
the 70 inches of snow accu- 
mulation. “Unfortunately, 
we’re getting the worst of it 
along the coast." 

Where does the snow 
go? 

There is one advantage of 
having a coastline in town, 
however — having a place 
to put the snow. 

If you’ve ever wondered 
where the piles of snow are 
taken when they’re carted 
away by dump trucks, the 
answer — in Cohasset and 
nearby towns like Hing- 
ham, at least — is the beach. 
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“We’re using the Sandy 
Beach parking lot as our 
’snow farm," said Senior, 
adding that he realizes it's 
a funny term. “It's a local 
thing... They’re doing the 
same thing in Hingham. We 
hope it’s melted by spring.” 

While the beach parking 
lot functions as an ideal 
place for “snow storage." 
only the town is allowed to 
stow snow there. “That's for 
municipal use only,” said 
Senior. 

And while some coastal 
communities, including 
Quincy, have gotten the 
government’s permission to 
dump snow in the ocean, in 
Cohasset it hasn't come to 
that — yet. 

“It’s done by a town by 
town basis," said DPW 
administrative assistant 
Mary Snow. “Our parking 
lot is not totally full; we 
haven’t gotten to that point 
yet.” 

Since dumping the snow 
in the sea poses an environ- 
mental “hazard from the 
salt and oil from vehicles 
getting into the ocean," 
said Snow, it’s seen as a 
last resort. However, “Some 
communities just don’t 
have the choice,” she said. 

As for town snow-fight- 
ing supplies, including 
sand and salt, the town 
manager said that these are 
being used sparingly at the 
moment. 

“The town is expecting 
a number of deliveries, 
so supplies are tight and 
they’re being tightly man- 
aged so we don't run out,” 
said Senior. 

Snow said that the sand 
supply is holding up, since 
it comes from Plymouth 
, and Avon. Salt, however, is 
another story, since ship- 
ments come from Boston. 

“Salt is hard” to get right 
now, said Snow. 

And of course, the storm 
costs are adding up. Snow 
said that so far, Cohasset 
has expended $25,000 
over its allotted $125,000 
ice and snow budget for 
the year. 

Other challenges include 
navigating vehicles through 
narrow, snow-covered 
streets around town. This 
is one reason why schools 
have been closed through- 
out the week, said Snow. 
“We’re trying to figure out 
how to get the buses down 
very narrow roads.” 

And with more snow in 
the forecast, the difficulties 
are mounting. “It’s snowing 
outside again," Snow said 
in a phone call Wednes- 
day. “It’s light and blowing 
around, but on top of what’s 
already on the roads,” which 
have icy patches beneath 
the snow, she said. 

The worst roads in town 
are the side streets, Snow 
said, where the “most 
complaints” to the DPW 
are coming from. “Every 
call that comes in, we’re 
addressing.” 

DPW 

DPW crews have been 
working around the clock 
all week, and did the same 
during the prior snow- 
storms. With more snow 
on the way, they have their 
work cut out for them. 

“Some of Cohasset’s DPW 
staff have not been home

with their families all week, 
but they are committed to 
getting the job done." said 
Senior. 

“The guys are tired, but 
the equipment's holding 
up," said Snow. 

Acting Police Chief Wil- 
liam Quigley commended 
the crews for their dedica- 
tion. “It’s never good when 
we are estimating snow 
fall in feet as opposed to 
inches. The DPW has been 
doing extraordinary work 
with limited resources and 
manpower — the men are 
actually sleeping on the 
floor at the DPW building 
and working more than 
double shifts to assist the 
public safety teams," Quig- 
ley said Wednesday. “Truly 
a dedicated group of guys; 
hats off to every one of 
them." 

Some residents have been 
lending a neighborly hand 
to the DPW, dropping off 
food to say “thank you" for 
their hard work through- 
out the past three storms. 
Snow said that selectman 
Martha Gjesteby dropped 
off banana nut bread and 
fruit for the crews, and 
residents from the senior 
housing at 60 Elm Street 
contributed a pasta dinner. 

“The guys had it for 
dinner last night, and were 
very appreciative,” said 
Snow. 

The town manager has 
also been supportive, she 
added. “Chris Senior’s been 
very helpful; he’s up here 
all the time [to help with] 
anything we need.” 

What the DPW really 
needs? For residents to 
drive slowly and carefully 
— and try to stay out of the 
way of town plows. Snow 
implored folks to “stay 
off the roads as much as 
possible, be careful when 
pulling onto main roads 
out of driveways — the 
banking is so high — and 
try to keep kids playing in 
the backyard versus front 
yard," she said. “Common 
sense stuff." 

And those operating their 
own plows should exercise 
extra caution — and watch 
where they put that snow. 

“There’s a lot of private 
plow trucks pushing snow 
out into the street, which 
is against the town bylaw,” 
said Snow. “By the time we 
see a pile of snow out there, 
the trucks are gone.” The 
snow is supposed to be kept 
on private property only, 
she explained, “not out on 
the road.” 

“There are so many plow 
drivers out there this year, 
it’s just gone crazy,” Snow 
said, adding that the town 
might have to “work on 
some policy, whether it’s a 
fine for the property owner.” 

The town manager 
reminded, “Residents are 
urged to make sure their 
contractors do not push 
snow into the streets, and 
most particularly do not 
place snow on or near any 
fire hydrants 

Businesses are reminded 
that they need to make 
sure every entrance to their 
establishment needs to be 
clear and accessible."
